With “Bob” Evens. . Lowts Lankford, Of | 
Somerset Tels Of Trip With Tho | 


Battle-Ship Fleet. 

Lewia Lankford, a native of Somer- 
set connty, who waa paymaster's clerk 
on the flagship Connecticut of the At- 
lantio battleship fleet on the voyage | 
around to, Pacitic waters, has returned 
to his bome in Princess Anne, having 
left the Oonnectiont at San Diego, 
Cal. He wired his resignation from 
the service immediately on receipt of of 
news of the death of his father, Oapt. 
F. Lankford, and came home at once. 

Mr, Lankford has many interesting 
stories to tell of his experience on the 
crnise. When the equator was crossed 
on the run from Port of Spain to Rio 
de Janerio Mr. Lankford said that 
Neptune boarded the flagship and in- 
itiated about 800 of the crew. == 

After very comical’ ceremonies,’ 
said Mr, Lankford, Neptune procecded 
to shave the land lubbers. The sbav- 
ing was done with a wooden razor af- 
ter the victim had been well lathered 
from a bucket of axle grease, lamp 
black, eto., mixed with salt water and 
applied with a wall brash. After 
the shave the ‘‘lubber’ was tipped in- 
to a tank, where he was given a good 
bath, All other ships in the fleet had 
similar exercises. 


Found Plenty Of Game. 
„About 50 milles before reaching 


‘| Rio, a squadron of the Brazilian Navy 


met the fleet and escorted us into the 
harbor. Rio is the prettiest harbor 
I have ever seen. It 18 located un an 
oblong bay, and surrounded” by the 
most beautiful hills and mountains.

War Slays its Thousands, 
Peace Ten Thousands. 


COAL MINE DISASTERS 


The Country Hos Been rarticuls.ty 
Shocked by Them Rec dy- ir 
Happened Within a Period of g Few 
Weeks, in Which 700 Lives Were 
Lost. dj 


War slays is tnousands and peace 
its ten thousands. For the year 
1906 the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission reported the number of rall- 
way accidents in the United States as 
108,324—a total greater than all the 
Casualties of the Boer War, which 
laste? three years. The records of 
the Public Service Commission show 
that 155 people were killed by street 
cars, elevated, steam and subway 
trains in New York City in the three 
months ending November 30th, 19)7, 
and that 500 more were seriously ta- 
jured These figures have attracted 
muci attention but they do not prove 
that the railroads are sinners above 
ali che industrial agencies of tha 
cuuntry; on the contrary, there ure 
many more accidents in factories aus 
in the building trades than on the 
railroads, but their Vast total Is not 
appreciated because it is the duty of 
the statistician to record them accu- 
rately. Only one State, New York 
has made any serious attempt to 
gather accurate figures relating to 
the loss of life by industrial acesi- 
dents. On the basis of a report of 
the commissioner of labor, made a 
number of years ago, it is Computed 
that the industrial accident rate in 
t-e factories of New York State 
reaches the appalling figures of 44 
to 1,000, and that more than 232,099 
‘actory employes pre killed or injured 
every year in the United States. Min- 
ing and rallway .asualties bring the 
total of slaughter, mutilation, ani 
other injuries up o more than 524,- 
000 cases annually—a record which 
makes that of any twelvemonth in 
the history of war pale into ins'g- 
nificance. . The, entire losses, in kill- 
ed and wounded in the Russo-Japan- 
ese War were 33,786. 

The country hes been particularly 

ocked of late by the succession 5 
coal nine disasters— Four within a 
period of a few weeks—in which 
about seven hundred ilves were lost; 
and the recent exaction of this dread- 
ful death-toll lends special in- 
terest to the report on coal-mine ac 
cidents which has just been issued by 
the United States Geological Survey. 
This states that in the year 1906 
nearly seven thousand men were kill- 
ed or injured in ihe coal mines of 
the United States, and that the nuu- 
ber of mine explosions has bean 
steadily increasing. , This increase 
is d. id tô be due in part to the lack 
of properly enforcible safety regula- 
tions, which are insisted upou in Bu- 
r.pean countries, particularly in 
Prance, where the accident death-rate 
among coal-miners, is less than one 
to every thousand employed; the 
American ratio is 3 1-2 to 1,000, be 
Ing three and one-half times that of 
Belgium and higher than that of eith- 
er Prussia or Great Britain. One 
of the devices employed in German 
mines for the rescue of miners caugnt 
in suffocating gases consists of un 
air-tight mask fitting over eyes, iose 
and mouth and connected by tubes 
with reservoirs of oxygen. 

The amelioration of the horrors yı 
peace should be regarded as equatly 
important with the amelioration of 
the horrors of war. Some foreign 
philanthropists view it in this ligut. 
and not only have they induced em- 
ployers and the governments of tha 
respective countries to take action 
redulting/in the installation of pro- 
tective devices of many sorts, bat 


ther have established several m ıs- 


eums in which the mos timproved uf 
these devices are kept on exhibition 
for the benefit of employers an) 
work people. A sim.lar work hae 
been undertaken in this country oy 
the American Museum’ of Safety De- 
vices and Industrial Hygiene, which 
maintains a permanent tree exhithi- 
tion at No. 231 West Thirty-nintb 
Streat, New York, where the manage- 
ment is demonstrating to employert 
the esonomy-—to say nothing of the 
higher considerations—of insuriag 
the safety of their work-people, 


Production of Gold. 

The production of gold in the Unit 
ed States during 1906 was $94,373,- 
800, as against $88,180,700 tor 
1906, a gain in 1906 of $6,193,100. 
The principal gain was in Alaska 
which amounted to $6,439,600, 
Nevada's gain in gold was $3,919, 
500; Oregon’s, $75,200; Arizona's, 
$55,800.. The greatest loss in gold 
production by any State was in Colo- 

do, where there was a decrease ol 
$2,766,700,

A food is a substance which aS 
enter the structures of the body. - 
is a substance which can be * 
absorbed, and assimilated into the 
body. The food is reduced to a li- 
quid in the digestive process, and in 
that state it Is carried off by the 
blood, and becomes a part of the me- 
dium wich which the cell is sur- 
roanded, The cell selects from this 
medium materials which it needs. 
These materials form part of supply 
of lymph, being used by the spongio- 
plasm of the cell, and utilized; but it 
muet first be reduced to liguid form, 
and it must enter into the very 
structure of the cell before it can be 
‘utilized and assimilated. In the pro- 
cess of tissue activity, we have first a 
building up of tissues, and then a 
tearing down of the tissues—ana- 
bolism and katabolism. Anabolism 
is büilding up. It is Hike building a 
tower out of stones. Katabolism is 
taking down. Here is a cell which 
has been built up. Energy is stored 
there. Energy cannot be obtained 
excépt by the liberation of the ener- 
gy which has been utilized in the 
building up of the cell. Here is a 
tower built of stones; by and by the 
tower falls. The energy which is put 
into those stones in bullding up the 
tower is released and expended in Its 
fall. Now suppose there are some 
stones lying around on the ground 
which are not built into the tower; Is 
there any energy manifested by them 
in the falling down of the tower? 
No. Just so, In order to be a source 
of. energy to the body, alcohol must 
enter into the very structure of the 
body. 

“Upon the view that, food serves to 
heat material for the bodily pro- 
cesses, and upon the foundation prin- 
ciple of the transformation of energy, 
the purely theoretical deduction was 
made some time ago by R. Mayer 
that alcohol must serve the function 
of a food since it burns in animal or 
human bodies. This deduction 
stands or falls with the asaymption 
that food materials simply burn in 
the body, proof of which has never 
been advanced. - 

“The experimentà with alcohol 
prove that katabolic change of mat- 
ter does not take place. That alco- 
hol is a narcotic poison and can de- 
stroy all living protoplasm is an ac- 
knowledged fact. In the view that 
has been accepted, purely dogmati- 
cally, that alcohol, which is a polson, 
fs at the same time a nutritive sub- 
stance, a tonic, we see a paradox, 
which no one would think of making 
about any other poison. On the other 
hand, no substance which is truly 
nutritive destroys protoplasm. Ex- 
periment can decide the question. 
Chauvean had a dog work upon a 
specified diet; the animal accom- 
plished every day a certain amount 
of work, and in so doing gained in 
weight. The dog's food was then al- 
tered go that, while all else remained 
the same, a certain amount of carbo- 
hydrate was replaced by a quantity 
of alcohol, which, upon the assump- 
tion of the katabolic change of mat- 
ter, was equal to the carbohydrate 
omitted. ` 

“If, then, the alcohol acted as 
food, there would have been no dit- 
ference noted. However, the animal 
expeMmented upon not only did less 
work every day, which is to be set to 
the account of the narcotic effect of 
the alcohol, but it grew thin, while 
with less work accomplished and the 
same food, still greater addition’ of 
body weight must have taken place. 
The experiment, therefore, proves 
that alcohol as polsom-Ctannot act as 
food, but only. injure protoplasm. 

Alcohol ís in every way a deceiver. 
It fulfils none of its promises It re- 
‘eves hunger because it destroys the 
appetite, and the power to digest 
food; but it does not nourish the 
body. It destroys pain by paralyzing 
the nerves, but it does not remove: 
the cause of the pain. It makes the 
poor man feel for a brief time that 
he hes boundless wealth; but it 
leaves him poorer than before, If a 
man is cold, it gives him a sensation 
of warmth; but he js actually colder 
than before, The man who is weak 
imagines he ls strong, while he fs act- 
ually weaker than before.’ Assuredly 
alcohol is not a food,

In his annual report, Superintend- 
ent Dr. Eyman, of the Ohio Insane 
Hospital at Massilon, says: “Insanity 
follows inebriety. Each added year 
tends to confirm ús in our frequently 
expressed opinion that inebriety is 
surely the forerunner of insanity. As 
alcohol is the product of dissolution, 
the wreck, the disorganization of hu- 
man food, so its effect upon man in- 
augurate dissolution, wreck, disor- 
ganization and decay. Heredity and 
drink are two overwhelming factors 
in tbe production of insanity, and 
frequently n “insanity is 
us y bafi to dissipation in 

neeator,”. r

just. ANA a Speech ' Won't Win Hom 
ors at Yale Hereafter. 

Hereafter persons who come to Yale 
to deliver commentement addresses 
must not expect honorary degrees 
to go with the invitations, The new 
rules, Which have been two years in 
building and which have been made 
public, state that no. honorary de- 
gree can be given to a person in the 
same year in which he makes one of 
the regular graduation aadreases. 

In former years when a public In 
received an invitation to deliver a 
commencement address in tue law or 
medical school or in one of the other 
departments he was quite likely to re- 
celve with it a notification that an 
honorary degree dad been conferred 
on him. 

There has also been a curtailment 
in the selection of candidates for the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws and 
in the future the title will not be 
given promiscuously, but only in rec- 
ognition of distinguished public ser- 
vice. It has been the custom at Yale 
to confer honorary degrees only at 
commencement and then only to those’ 
who would attend the exercises at 
which the honors were given, 

By the new rules, with the approval 
ota majority of the faculty members 
of the committee on honorary degrees 
freigners of marked distinction vis- 
iting the university can recelve a de- 
gree from the corporation between 
commencements. The limitation in 
number of honorary degrees each year 
Will in general include not more than 
two doctors of divinity, one doctor 
of science and four doctors of laws, 
of whom at least one doctor of dl- 
vinity one doctor of science and two 
doctors of laws are required to be 
Yale men, 

Honorary degrees will be conferred 
by advice of a committee made up of 
the president, six members of the 
corporation and five representatives of 
the faculties, the latter nominated by 
the university council under rules of 
its own.

The general opinion of fruit grow- 
ers in this part of the state is that 
peaches have withatood tho frost to 
such an extent that there are yet 
enough healthy fruita on the trees to 
make a full crop. Some varieties are 
apparently not injured at all, and all 
varieties in most orchards bore a full 
crop of blossoms, ten times as many 
as ehould mature in the fruit. Keiffer 
pears were also very full bloom and it 
is probable that the trees will be load- 
ed with fruit. Apples are just in bloom 
and are uninjured. The early atra w- 
berry crop was cat to some extent. 
Upon the whole there is still a pros- 
peot for a generous fruit crop in this 
county.

FARM TURKEY RAISING. 


A Paying Bokiness When Conducted 
With Intelligence. 


Turkeys need but little attention 
U⸗kept away from fowls and ducks, 
Turkey farming pays best by Itself. 
They lay their eggs in a secluded 
spot. A cement barre) taid on its 
side, with a brick each side to pre- 
vent from rolling, and a branch of a 
tree partially covering its entrance, 
ts all they want to encourage them. 

It fs dest to permit the eggs to re- 
main In the nest. The hen is usual- 
ly very cautiots on entering and 
leaving the nest, and seldom breaks 
an egg, unless she has not had süf- 
ficient shell formers in her diet. Bee 
that she gets burnt dry oyster shells, 
Always provide the hen with an in- 
viting spot of plenty of green grass 
for the nest. Too dry a nest often 
causes trouble from lack of moisture. 
Give the hen an opportunity to dust 
herself in a damp spot; she will get 
it if possible, and there will be little 
fear of dead chicks in the shell un- 
less breeding from tmmature birds 
is practiced. A gobbler of twelve 
Months is not the best. He should 
be at least two years old; likewise 


the hens. Above all, introduce fresh” 


blood every second year. This is of 
great importance in raising turkeys 
for profit. 

Of one thing there can be no 
‘doubt—turkeys do best in fresh 
air and will not stand coddling, 
The adult birds usually find much of 
their dwn food; yet it is an absolute 
necessity to feed the flocks when 
natural foods are not available. 
When insect life ts scarce, grass is of 
a poor quality and is also usually 
wet. thè consequences is they scour 
and often dle from the effects. Corn 
meal and bran, one part each, with a 
fair amount of chopped-up boiled 
meat and, when available, a few 
Slices of raw onions, all mized with 
the meat or other animal food has 
been boiled, should be used. Mix dry 
as possible. , Turkeys do not thrive 
un .slops. Curded milk is much rel- 
ished and is a splendid fesh former 
tnd a whitener of flesh. Nothing is 
more objectionable than a fat breast. 
Too much corn feeding or a constant 
supply of whéat will not improve the 
color of the flesh. Oats are by far 
the best grains to assist in keeping 
down fat. 

Always provide fresh clean wa- 


ter daily and keep the vessels out of 


the sun. Neglect in this regard will 
cause losses by disease, Add char 
coal in case of bowel disorders. It 
is an absolute necessity in success- 
ful turkey raising. They must have 
an anlimitéd amount of grit, with- 
out which they suffer from indiges- 
tion. Small pebbles, coarse sand and 
troken crockery and smashed up 
burnt bone àll ald tn digesting their 
food. This is especially required, 
previous to their going to roost. 
There is no necessity to boil any 
grain; they are better without it and 
prefer the hard food to that of a 
sloppy nature.—American Poultry 
Advocate, 


Separa e the Sizes. 

It does not pay to let chickens of 
different sizes run together as the 
larger ones will always domineer 
over and torment the smaller ones. 
If you have no yards then put them 
in different parts of the place. If 
they absolutly cannot be separated 
then make a feeding coop that the 
tig chickens car. not get into. 


Remedy for Roup. 

The homeopathic remedy for roup 
with its characteristic cough, tenac- 
lous mucous about he beak, with 
difficulty in breathing, is to give 
acenite. Put one drop in a gil) of 
water and give this to the sick bird 
to drink. The treatment will have 
a marvelous effect. 


Anvil from a Steel Rail. 

An old railroad rail 2 or 8 feet 
long can be used in the construction 
of a handy farm anvil similar to that 
shown in accompanying Illustration. 
Use pieces 2x3 or 2x4 for the stand-

any written instrament affecting-the 
title to real estate. for pay or reward, 
shall be deemed an attorney at law 
for the purpose of this article.

Origin Of The Potato 

The original potato bug lived some- 
where in the Highlands of Central 
America. From him descended the 
great arandfather of the ineect in 
question—the stri black and white 
creature which still inhabits.the const 
of the Oarribean Sea. This insect 
never saw a potato plant; it lived on 
the wild sand bur. This plant is dis- 
tantly related to onr cultivated pota- 
to; but until comparativoly lately—as 
such terms are understood in disons- 
sion of evolution—no potato bug 
has been snything but a sand bur bog. 

When the Spanairda invaded Merxi- 
oo, in 1519, they introduced horses, 
and as the conquerors went north the 
sand bur plants multiplied in regions 
where they had never been seen bo- 
fore, and the sand bar beetle followed 
them. From these migratory beetles 
descended the present Colorado beet- 
le, which was first recognized as a 
new species in the seventeenth or 
eighteenth century. but even up to 
1898 it still lived on the wild sand 
bar, and was not abundant or trouble- 
some, With the western movement of 
civilization, however, the sand bur 
beetle and Irish potatoes were brought 
in contact, and it was not long before 
the beetle decided in favor of the po- 
tato stalks as against the fare furnish- 
ed dy the sand bur. He began to be 
a potato bug, and so rapidly did he 
thrive upon his new nourishment that

Dr. Marsh Faced Death Manfully. ~ Bitten 
By Pet Dog And Walted Too Long. 
Fulfilling the terms of the death 


sentence pronounced upon him last 


Sunday, when he was told he must 
die before Thursday noon, Dr. Will- 
iam H. Marsh, of New York, suo- 
cuinbed to hydrophobia Thursday af- 
ternoon, His last houra were eased 
and he was rendered unoonscious by 
opiates administered by his physiviar 
while his family hoped against hope 


that unerring science might for once 
be in error. 


Not fora moment had Dr. Marsh, 
however, deluded himself with false 
hopes. With the déath warrant of the 
physicians of the Pasteur Institute 
still ringing in his ears, he made his 
will, called his family and business 
nssociates into council and gave them 
explicit directions for the conduct of 
his business and personal affairs af- 
ter he should have gone from then, 
then calmly lay down to die, as he 
had lived, like a man.

There was not a falter in his voice 
nor a change in his face as he heard 
them, The musoles about his mouth 
kept twitohing and jumping, and his 
jawbones clinched spasmodiocally, but 
these things have been happening ever 
since the disease first manifested it- 
self, threé days ago. 

How much time do you give me?” 
he asked. 

Not long, said the physician.

Returning with his physician, Dr. 
H. M. Oulinan, to his home, in Ocean 
Avenue, Brooklyn, Dr. Marsh began 
at once to make plans for the future 
of those near and dear to him Him- 
self a graduate in medicine, he knew 
science had said its last word. 

“I am not afraid to die; the past 
hides nothing that should make me 
ashamed to face the future, he said 
to his friends who called when the 
word went forth that one about to die 
was waiting for the end. His only 
fear was that the frightful sonvulsions 
of the final stage of rabies might prove 
too harrowing for bis family to wit- 
ness, the terrifying cries too heart- 
rending for them to bear. So he asked 
Dr. Onlfnan to keep close when the 
périod of delirium began and to be lib- 
eral with oblordform, opium or what- 
ever might avail to atupify and soothe. 

Faithful to his trust, Dr. Oulinan 
hardly left the bedside of hia patient 
and friend until the end. From early 
Tuesday afternoon until he died, Dr. 
Marsh was in a state of almost com- 
plete unconsciousness, induced by sed- 
atives, Death came gently and peace- 


fully. 
Arranges tis Affairs. 

None of those who sat ın conference 
with Dr. Marsh until nearly midnight 
Monday would speak of the ococur- 
rendes in detail. It was in the libra 
ry of his home that he gathered them 
together—his wif, his sons and daugh- 
ters, hie son-in-law and his lawyer. 
There was the will to be drawn op, 
and that done and the distribution of 
his personal property arranged for, he 
turned his attention to the future of 
his ohildren. 4 

Still in full possession of his facul- 
ties, the only symptoma of his fatal 
disease being the convulsive contrac- 
tions of the throat that seized him 
from time to time, Dr. Marsh directed 
and the rest consented that his second 
son, Ramsey, who has been associated 
w ith bim in business, should under: 
take the management of the company 
adits head. It is safe to say, that of 
all the occupants of the house Dr. 
Marsh himself was the only one who 
slept that night.

Six weeks ago a pet dog owned by 
Mr. Marsh's daughter was bitten by 
a mad dog. A veterinary treated the 
pet, and Mr. Marsh bandaged ita 
wounds daily. 

The dog, in gratitude, asked his 
master’s hand, and id waa in this way 
that Mr. Marsh got the polson in his 
system. The pet aled-in a fit ten.days 
ago.

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UNION OF METHODISTS 


Advocated At General Gonferencss Now 
Being Held in Baltimore and 
á Pittsburg. 


The question of the anion of the 
Methodist churches has been brought 
very, prominently to the front recent. 
ly. It ie believed that the action of 
the Methodist Episcopal General Con- 
ference which is holding its session 
in Baltimore, in asking the Methodist 
Protestant Ohuroh to come back, was 
a big- step in that directign. The 
Methodist Protestant General Confer- 
encoe which is meeting in Pittsburg 
has taken up the question. The fol- 
lowing report fromPittaburg shows the 
question is being seriously consider- 
ed.’ g 

In the absence of President Lewis 
from Wednesday evening’s session of 
the Methodist Protestant General Oon- 
ference, Rev. A. L. Reyuolds, of Ohio, 
presided for a time, and then Rev. Dr. 
Swift, of Pittsburg, was called to the 
ohair. Dr, Lewis’ absence was due to 
the fact that the Church Union Com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman, held 
a meeting in the morning and sub- 
mitted its report, which was made the 
special order for tonight. In u few 
preliminary remarks Dr. Lewis said, 
„God has led us out into views we 
never dreamed of. Todo all asked 
of us, we thought impractical, but 
if there comes to pass all that is con- 
templated, our church will have her 
just share. b 

The report reciprocates the warm 
fraternal meetings of the Congrega- 
tional United Brethren and Metho- 
dist Episcopal Churohes, and seta forth 
that the proposition for union from 
the Methodist Episcopal - Church sug- 
gests a possible vision for ohurch 
inion hitherto not dreamed of by 
Methodist Protestants. It declares 
that ‘‘if, is be God's will that the 
Methodist Protestant Ohuroh shall 
be the leader in bringing about such 
a onion of Methodist churches there 
shall be but one great Methodism in 
America, needing no other name than 
the Metbodist Church of America, we 
are willing to go forward, appreciat- 
ing the difficulties in the way of such 
a consummation, as far as God may 
lead us in that direction.“ The re- 
port recommends the appointment of 
a commission of nine persons by the 
General Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Churoh to confer with œ 
similar commission from the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church Sonth and the 
United Brethren Ohurch regarding 
such a union. Rev. Dr. F. T. Little, 
of Maryland, is secretary of the 
Church Union Committee. 

In the report of the Committee on 
Temperance, of which Rev. J. W. 
Kirk, of Baltimore, is a member, the 
ohurch places herself on record as Op- 
posing all forms of intemperance and 
urges the disuse of tobncco.

The award of the Nobel prize hos 
literature to Rudyard Kipling hes 
brought out in t country some 
domment of mild approval and some 
pf Hat disapproval. That we almost 
nowhere observe expressions ot 
whole-hearted congratulation for the 
English author is curiously signifi- 
tant of Kipling’s failing” popular: 
among a people that once waited 
with bated breath for new. from his 
sickbed, Perhaps it is oni; a curious 
illustration of this same peopie g 
fickleness.. Taken coincidently with 
the recent record of a great fail in 
auction prices of first editions ot hu 
books, there are furnished signs v$ 
“a day that is dead.” Some of those 
who criticize the Nobel award resent 
the passing over of George Meredith 
and Algernon Swinburne.

The Chicago Post asserts 
that the “single strong claim to pro- 
jucing most ‘excellent work of an 
idealistic character‘ that can be made 
tor Mr. Kipling” is that he hag sang 
the glory of labor and service. " The 
Post continues: 

“But when one considers the ends 
to which Mr, Kipling dedicates labor 
and .service this claim can be dis- 
missed. His idealism is idealization 
of might, combined with the faith 
hat might is rgiht. Mr. Kipling has 
no conception of the fiealism of de- 
mocracy. From the ‘Plain Tales' to 
the ‘Islanders’ he has harped on the 
militaristic ideal.

‘American Notes’ showed how trivial 
and inadequate was his observation 
of this vast democratic experiment.

he Bay of Fundy has always bess 
a famous fishing. ground — especially 
for salmon and shad. Fifty yeara ago 
the fish were 60 plentiful that à meth- 
od waè used to ontoh them wirioh 
beoma odd nowadays, when A fish fi 
at least half a chahoa to cap 
hook or net 

The tide rises high in the Bay of 
Fundy ‘and ita headwaters and of this 
fact the fishermen of 60 years ago took 
fnll advantage. At high tide the 
water makes sizeable rivers of tiny 
streams. Large schools of shad and 
other fish in those days dame up the 
rivers with. the tide, 

The method of catolting them was 
simple in the extreme. At law tide a 
seine would be staked to the river bed 
and the top the seine weighted to the 
bottom with leads. Then after the tide 
had risen the fishermen woyld pull up 
the seine so tliat it formed a barrier 
across the entire river bed. 

When the tide began to run out the 
fish would find their return to the sea 
and freedom barred effectively. The 
little fellowa of course would poke 
their way through the seine buf the 
ones worth taking will flap impotent- 
ly against the meshes. 

Soon the tide would be out com- 
pletely leaving only a foot or ss of 
water in the river Several thousand 
fish would be there for the taking. A 
pair of rubber boats and a basket 
would be sufficient equipment for the 
fishermen who waded ont and gather- 
ed them iu wholesale. 

The fish don’t run up the rivers any 
more and the seining must be done in 
the bay itself. This is profitable it is 
true bot a fish with a half a head can 
avoid capture for a long time.

The Naked Diver and His Three Min- 
ute. Plufige Replaced by the Diving 
Suit Man, Who: Spende Hours on 
the Sea’s Bottom—-Fishng in Aus 
tralian Waters. 

The era of naked divers exposed 


to peril from sharke has passed away. 
Modern progress equips the pearler 


with a suit of india rubber, copper, 


hreastplate, with leaden weights back 
and front; helmet, glass panelled and 
with telephonic attachments; air pipes 
life linés and a submarine search 
light. Thus equipped the pearl diver 
¿may spend six or eight hours at the 
bottom of the sea, whereas in olden 
times three minutes made a record. 

Although pearls are found in nearly 

all mollouses and even in univalves, 
like the Australian hallotis, a kind 
of barnacle, true pearls are produced 
only. by the pearl oyster or mother of 
pearl shell. The latter is really we 
diver’s bread and butter. The shells 
are as big as dinner plates and weigh 
two pounds when cleaned. They fetch 
frim $500 to $750 a ton. 
The- ancient fisheries, were chiefiy in 
the Indian’ Ocean and Persian Gult, 
but nowadays the best pearls come 
from Ceylon and from Australian wat- 
ers, especially Torres Straits. ` Pearl 
fishing in Ceylon is a Government 
monopoly. In March the fleet starts 
for the pearling grounds, each vessel 
with twenty or thirty divers and their 
assistants. But you will find the head- 
quarters of pearling in the desolate 
country extending 
Gulf to King Sound, in Western*Aus- 
tralia. 

Chinese and Malays as well as 
tribes if native black féllows are there 
today, but the old, nude divers, the 
reign of terror and piracy when a 
large haul was made—thege and sim- 
Uar conditions have passed away, giv- 
ing place to fleets of luggers carrying 
modern diving outfits and represen- 
tatives of the inevitable capitalist in 
the person of the master pearlers. 
Here is 600 miles of coast line, with 
perhaps 5,000 hardy adventurers en- 
gaged in the pearl trade. 

There are some thousands of Jap- 
anese, Manilamen, Malays and men 
of other races acting chiefly as crews 
for the vessels. The vessels are 
schooner rigged and from seven to 
fourteen tons burden, Each carries 
a master diver and a crew of four, 
one of whom is the diver’s assistant 
and works the air pumps. 

The shells are found on ledges 
about ninety feet down in the sea, but 
,they are far more plentiful at great- 
er depths, Fortune awaits, the tn- 
ventor of a diving apparatus which 
will enable the pearler to work in 
comfort a hundred fathoms down. 

A good day's work is anything 
more than 200 pairs of shells. The 
business is absolutely speculative, One 
diver may gather ton after ton of 
shells without. securing anything of 
greater value than a few seed pearls, 
while ‘another may take a fortune 

“out of a day’s gathering. 

The most famous pearl discovered 
in Australia of late years is known 
as the Southern Cross. It consists ot 
a cluster of nine pearls in tne shape 
of a cross. This freak of nature was 
‘picked up at low water on the Lac- 
{pede Island Dy a béachcomber nam- 
ed Clark, who after burying for 
some time for superstitfoue reasons 
sold it for $60; later it fetched $50,-

eh ‘before noon at his home on 
West Ohestnut Street, after an illness 
of about five months of Bright's dis- 
ease and other compliéations. He was 
compélied to retire from active ser- 
vios on the 8th of last December, aud 


since that time has been confined to 
his home. 


Oapt. Veasey was one of the best 
known figures in shipping circles on 
Oheeapegke Bay. Bern in Pocomoke 
City, Md., November 2, 1886, he ear- 
ly took up a seafaring life, trading on 
the bay in a sohooner. Later he went 
to sea and for several years traded to 
foreign countries. For 45 years he 
was in active service, the greater part 
of which he was in command ofa 
steamboat. He commanded the steam- 
er Sue away back iu war times, run · 
ning between Orisfield and Norfolk. 
Later he had charge of the Maggie. be- 
tween Orisfeld and Baltimore. When 
the Wicomico River route was opened 
26 years ago, Capt. Veasey was placed 
in charge of the steamer Kent, and 
subsequently managed the steamers 
Tivoh, Enoch Pratt and Virginia. He 
was one of the most popniar steamboat 
commanders plying the Ohesapeake; 
and oné of the most competent. His 
‘death is regretted by a bost of people 
who travelled on the Wicomico River 

Capt. Veaséy is survived by a widow 
and four children, vis; Mrs, Harry 
E. Parkburst, of Baltimore; Mrs.

BERRY SITUATION 


Ripened Fast. -Low Prices. 


Strawberries commenced to go down 
the latter part of last week and the 
decline continued until the price of 
berries was so low in the ‘cities that 
a number of growers ‘have sto 
picking and shipping. - -` 

In Pittaville, which is the center of 
the largest growers of this frait the 
situation is reported as bad, with 
plenty of berries on hand. The ma- 
jority of the largest berry growers in 
thie section had just about oomwend- 
ed shipments and this would naturally 
have been the heaviest week of the 
season. The drop in price has been 
attributed to several canses; firat, the 
condition ; of labor in the cities 1s such 
that they are unable to buy berries in 
the large quantities and fancy prices 
as in the past when factories were 
running and they were in a prosper- 
ous condition: again, it is said that 
the extreme hot weather of the past 
few days has brought the orop on 
with a rash, and has as well injured 
the quality of the berries; then the 
large acreage has undoubtedly been 
a factor in.the berry situation. 

Those who were fortunate to have 
those varieties which ripened early 
enough to get into the market last 
week made a fairly good thing out of 
them, and as quite a number were 
shipped during this period the situa- 
tion is, much better tran it might 
bave been. ; 

On Thursday morning Salisbury 
Was the witness of an unusual soene, 
when its streets were crowded with 
pickers who had been imported into 
this section by one of the growers, Mr. 
John W. Jones, of rear Powellville, 
who had a large acreage in straw- 
berries, aud had advertised for pick- 
ers. On their arrival at his farm, the 
price was such as not to zustfy piok- 
ing and they were discharged without 
work, they then went to Pittaville 
and spent the night when the author- 
ities there sent them over to Salis- 
bury. As they were withont means or

The Naked Diver and. His Three Min- 
ute Plunge Replaced by the Diving 
Buit Man, Who Spends Hours on 
the Sea's Bottom—Fishng in Aus 
tralian Waters. 


The era of naked divers exposed 
to peril from sharka has passed away. 
Modern progress équips the pearler 
with a suit of india rubber, copper 
breastplate, with leaden weights back 
and front; helmet, glass panelled and 
with telephonic attachments; air pipes 
life lines and a submarine search- 
light. Thus equipped the pearl diver 
may spend six or eight hours at the 
bottom of the sea, whereag ip olden 
times three minutes made.a record. 

Although pearls are found in nearly 

all mollouses and even in univalves,. 
like the Australian haliotis. a kind 
of barnacle, true pearls are produced 
only by the pearl oyster or mothèr of 
pearl shell. The latter is really we 
diver’s bread and butter. The shells 
are as big as dinner plates and weigh 
two pounds when cleaned. They fetch 
trim $500. to $750 a ton. 
The ancient fisheries, were chiefly in 
the Indian Ocean and Persian Gulf, 
but nowadays the best pearls come 
from Ceylon and from Australian wat- 
ers, éspecially Torres Straits. Pearl 
fishing iñ Ceylon is a Government 
monopoly. In March the fleet starts 
for the pearling grounds, each vessel 
with twenty or thirty divers and their 
assistants, But you will find the head- 
quarters of pearling in the desolate 
country extending from Exmouth 
Gulf to King Sound, in Western Aus- 
tralia. ; 

Chinese and. Malays as well as 
tribes if native black fellows are there 
today, but the old nude divers, the 
reign of terror and piracy when a 
large haul was made—these and sim- 
ilar conditions have passed away, giv- 
ing place to fleets of luggers carrying 
modern diving outfits and represen- 
tatives of the inevitable capitalist in 
the person of the master pearlers. 
Here is 600 miles of coast line, with 
perhaps 5,000. hardy adventurers en- 
gaged in the pearl trade. 

There are some thousands of Jap- 
anese, Manilamen, Malays and men 
of other races acting chleny as crews 
for the vessels. The vessels’ are 
schooner rigged and ffom sven to 
fourteén tons burden, Bach carries 
a master diver and a crew of four, 
one of whom is the diver’s assistant 
and works the air pumps. 

The shells are found on ledges 
about ninety feet down in the sea, but 
they are far more plentiful at great- 
er depths. Fortune awaitg. the m- 
ventor of a diving apparatus which 
will enable the pearler to work in 
comfort a hundred fathoma down. 

A good day’s work is anything 
| More than 200 pairs of shells. The 
| business is absolutely speculative, One 

diver may gather ton after ton of 
shells without securing anything of 
greater value than a few seed pearls,

Davis of West Virgin- 
ia has reached that Age 


HAS MANY MILLIONS 


Called The Grand Ole Man" of 
West Virginia by the People of 
the Mountain State—Has Knock- 
ed Dr. Osler's Chloroform Theory 
Galley-West. 


Henry Gassaway Davis is proudly 
and affectionately called Te Grand 
Old Man” of West Virginia by the 
folk of the Mountain State. He is 
known personally to hundreds of 
them, and known of by every one 
of them. 

In West Virginia they call him 
“Uncle Henry Gassaway,” never 
taking the trouble to add the super- 
fuity of his last name. ‘There is 
only one ‘Uncle Henry dassaway,“ 
so there is no use of going to the 
trouble of adding on the Davis, West 
Virginians are always interested in 
what thelr Uncle Henry Gassaway” 
is saying and doing.’ 

Senator Davis is 85 years of age, 
and has had more to do with knock. 
ing Dr. Osler’s chloroform theory 
galley-west than any other specimen 
of robustuous age extent. He was

born in Maryland, November 16, 
1823, and the traditions of that 
good old State are still near and dear 
to him. He likes his chicken a ‘a 
Maryland, and terrapin tickles his 
palate more Pleasingly, \ than 
any other article ‘Of’ i Fas- 
tronomlo indulgence. Davis was 
born of poor parents, and school ad- 
vantages were denied him, so he had 
to go to work very early inlife. He 
worked in a store ag a boy, then be- 
came an employe of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad as a brakeman. He 
worked at this for several years, and 
then was promoted to a conductor. 
He later on quit the railroad and 
embarked in the mercantile busi- 
neas with his brother, Thomas B., 
at Piedmont, W. Va. It was there 
that he lafd the foundation of his 
great fortune, which is believed to 
amount to $30,000,000. 

Senator Davis had early taken an 
interest in politics, and was elected 
a member of the House of Delegates 
in 1865. In 1867 he became a State 
Senator, and in 1871, he was elected 
a United States Senator. He was 
re-elected in 1877, which term he 
served out, but declined to stand as 
a candidate for a third term. His 
last official connection was a dele- 
gate to the Panama Congress. In 
4904 he was nominated ‘for Vice 
President on the ticket with Par- 
ker. He was very desirous of get- 
tirg a good big vote in his State, and 
really ‘hoped to carry it. But West 
Virginia gave the biggest Republican 
maority that year fn its history, 
Roosevelt carrying the State by over 
thirty-one thousand. 

“Uncle Henry Gassaway” has a 
palatial mansion, Graceland.“ at 
Elkins. It tops one of the thre» 
stately hill which stand side by 
aide, and on the other two hills are 
two other multi-millionaire palaces, 
one occupied by Senator Elkins and 
the other by Richard C. Kerens of 
Missouri. The Elkins residence 
looks for all the world like a feudal 
castle. 

He is a powerfully built man, 
over 6 feet, walys with a sprightly, 
elastic step, and solved the prob- 
lem of never getting old. in the sense 
that most of 85 do. 


Long Distance Balloon Record. 

Many notable trips have been 
made in balloons. In 1849 Mr. 
Wise started from St. Louis and 
came down in Henderson county, 
New York, having made about eight 
hundred miles. 

This stood as the t-orld’s long dis- 
tance record until the Paris Hxposl- 
tion of 1900, when the Count de la 
Vaulx sailed over into Rusala. His 
Wistance was about twelve hundred 
miles and he was in the air over 
thirty-six hours. 

The present record for time was 
established by two German aero- 
nauts They succedded in remaining 
in the air over fifty-one hours.

he often, 
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In the early part of the last oen- 
tury, the ‘problems of transportation 
constitufed a powerful incentive to 
the production of spirits in Sweden. 
A principal article of production in 
the rural districts was potatoes. To 
ship the surplus crop of tubers two 
or three hunderd miles overland by 
teams was manifestly impracticable. 
So the farmers adopted the general 
policy of distilling their suplus pota- 
toes and shipping the dbranvin“ to 
the centers of population for sale. 
This policy grew until in 1831, there 
were more than 170,000 stills in ru- 
ral Sweden. The introduction of 
railways throughout rural Sweden 
had much to do with settling this 
economic problem, though by no 
means were they the sole influence 
ln the reform. 

In the moutainous regions of the 
South, there exists a breed of men 
called ‘‘moonshiners.” They are not 
inherently bad men.” Many of 
them are men of standing in their 
communities, workers in the moun- 
tain churches and who have the con- 
fidence of the communities in which 
they live. 

The fact that they live far removed 
from railways or other means of 
transportation has much to do with 
their being moonshiners.“ They 
cannot find a market for thelr sur- 
plus corn, owing to the natural dif- 
culties of getting it to the market. 
So they have fallen into the practice 
of distilling their little surplus and 
sendiug the whisky to the market. 

In thé, Bduthern States, the res se 
of the sugar factories is now pure 
waste. 

In seasons of unusual crops in po- 
tatoes, the price often drops far be- 
low the cost of production and often 
they are not dug at all. There is 
partial or total loss of the crop. 

In ‘the far West, the Inferior 
grades of corn find no market and to- 
tal loss is only averted by using it to 
feed stock. In the fruit belt, the 
“culls” and “dropa” and seconds“ 
are marketed at a loss because there 
is no avenue open to consume such 
products on a remunerative basis. 
This portion of the fruit crop la more 
or less an economic loss. 

The removal of the tax from alco- 
hol, after it has been chemically 
treated under Government supervis- 
{on so as to make it undrinkable, will 
solve this problem of waste of these 
products of the farm by providing an 
outlet for them for a useful purpose 
and at a reasonable price. The ref- 
use of the farm at once becomes a 
valuable asset instead of a trouble- 
some waste. Instead of shipping his 
surplus corn to the far markets and 
sending afar for his light and fuel, 
the farmer can market a considerable 
proportion of his surplus near to 
home, where it will be made up into 
alcohol for ligbt and fuel for hia 
own use. 

It will result in a heavy increase In 
the production of alcohol, of course. 
This, under the old conditions, 
would be a cause for alarm. But 
science has provided methods for the 
treating of alcohol in such a manner 
that none but the most confirmed 
dipsomaniac can drink it or does 
drink it. This fact is not a theory, 
because, after sixty years trial with 
tax free alcohol treated in this way 
for industrial purposes, the temper- 
ance leaders of England unanimously 
declare that the policy has not been 
prejudicial to temperance Interests in 
any way whatever. Such distin- 
guished authorities as Lady Henry 
Somerset, Dr. Dawson Burns, Joseph 
Malins, after a lifetime of actual ob- 
sorvation, scout at the idea of this 
offensive tax free denatured alcohol 
being prejudicial to the temperance 
cause. 

In France, Germany and Switzer- 
land, where the largest use has been 
made of the tax free denatured alco- 
hol legislation, the temperance lead- 
ers are even more enthusiastic over 
the results than in Brtain. The con- 
tinental temperance men are not only 
friendly, but to a man are earnest 
advocates of this legislation on ac- 
count of the good results for tem- 
perance. It was this very law passed 
in Germany in 1888, that opened the 
door to advanced temperance legisla- 
tion in the Fatherland. It did this 
by stripping the drink traffic of the 
industrial support and compelling it 
to stand alone, on its merits, and it 
had no merits. It removed the oppo- 
sition of the ;~verful Agrarians, who 
were afraid tat restriction on the 
uduor traffic would interfere with 
potato market, the source of much of 
the distilled spirits of that country. 

In England, where there has been a 
boom in the use of industrial alcohol, 
there has been an accompanying rad- 
foal decrease in the consumption of 
beverage spirits. This tendency has 
been continuous for half a dosen 
years. In Norway, where the statis- 
tics are closely and critically kept, 
the same tendency appears.

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A Great Marine Collection. 


New Haven, Oonn.—Prof. A. E. 
Verrill, of Yale Universtiy, has sold 
to the university big great collection 
of marine invertebrates, fishes and 
bottom samples acquired during hia 
work for the United States Fish Com- 
miasion in the sixteen years from 1878 
to 1887. The collection is the dupli- 
date of the one secured at the same 
time and since transferred to the Na- 
tional Museum of the Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington. ‘The dupli- 

cate collections are said to be the fin- 
est of the kind in the world, and were 
obtained at a cost estimated at sever- 
al hundred thonsand dollars, They 
inolude nearly all the known speci- 
mens as well as undesoribed ones of 
marine vertabrates found between 
Labrador to the Hon Ind 
from all depths down. to 3, t- 
oms, and include more than 800,000 
specimens in each collecting représen- 
ting some 6,000 species, More than 
$25,000 has been spent forthe work 
on the collection apart from the ocst 
of the oolleotion itself. Prof. Ver- 
rill's collection is in excellent condi- 
tion and thoronghly labeled and cata- 
logued. Their collection will be 
placed permanently in Peabody Muse- 
um, where a small part of it—nas 
been on exhibition. The curator of 
the museum estimates that a similar 
collection cannot be made for a cost 
of leas than $500,000. Prof. Varrill 
received the collection from the com- 
mission in place of all other compen- 
sation. The price paid for the collec- 
tion by Yale is not given out.

George W. Johnson, who left 
St. Augustine, Fia., on May 6th, in 
his newspaper boat, in which he will

The Vision of Er forms the conciu- 
sion of the last book of Plato's Re- 
public.” 

it is well worth the study, of any 
one who. hopes or believes, 

In it Plato imagines one Er, a 
Pamphylian hero of about his own 
time, who was slain in battle. Ten 
days afterward when they would 
bury the dead they found his body 
still undecayed. He was put on the 
funeral pyre, but before the torch 
was applied he revived and told the 
vision he had seen while the soul 
Was Out of the body. 

He had seen the souls of men tak- 
en before a judgment seat, carrying 
on. thelr foreheads the records of 
their deeds, and sent away to bliss or 
woe according as the record ran: Af- 
ter centuries ‘of life in another world 
the souls of men again were taken 
before the three fates, and were al- 
lowed to choose their lot for a new 
incarnation on earth. 

Such was the vision of Er, as told 
by the wisest of the Greek Philoso- 
phers. Plato bad gathered all 
the arguments he could Invent to 


support what all men craved, but 


they were not enough. He wanted a 
revelation from the outer world, but 
de could not find it; so he put what 
be dreamed of or could best con- 
ceive, into. this fable of a resurrec- 
tlon—a man who had died and who 
had returned to human life. 

Such was the best lesson, the true 
lesson of the wise philosophers be- 
fore Jesus Christ. But what Plato 
only dreamed and wished, the Chris- 
tian faith has—not a dream, not a 
fable, but a fact, a history. The res- 
urrectlon of Jesus Christ Ís the best 
attested fact In human history. We 
read the blurred and shadowy vis- 
ion of Er with interest: we thrill and 
exult in the glorious reality of the 
16th chapter of 1st Corinthians, 

The. one la Paganism groping after 
the light; the other is Christianity in 
the blaze of noonday. The one is 
the seed; the other is the fruit 
The one is the dream; the other ls 
the awakening. The one ls visfon; 
the otlrer Is reality. 

In a Scottish valley beside a lit- 
tle brook, where there was no kind- 
ly soil, a Highlander once planted a 
tree. Of course, it wilted and droop- 
ei. But suddenly to the surprise 
of everyone, it took a new start in 
life and bore rich fruit. What was 
Wie source of its new life? That was 
the query put by all who knew It, 
An examination revealed the secret. 
With a marvelous vegetable instinct 
it had sent out a shoot which ran 
along and over a narrow sheep 
bridge and rooted Itself in the rich 
loam on the other side of the brook. 
From this rich loam it drew Its new 
life, which manifested itself in bud 
and blossom and luscious fruit. 

And so it is that the Resurrection 
bridges the River of Death that flows 
between earth ani heaven; and the 
souls of men who see and know this 
send out the shoot of faith, and this 
shoot, running over the bridge of res- 
urrection, roots ifselt in the realities 
of the other side, and drawa eternal 
strength from the fullness there.

Sen. Davis of West Virgin- 
ia has reached that Age | 


HAS MANY MILLIONS 


Called “The Grand Ole Man“ of 
West Virginia by the People of 
the Mountain State—Has Enock- 
ed Dr. Osler's Chloroform Theory 
Galley-West. 


Henry Gassaway Davis is proudly 
and affectionately called Te Grand 
Old Man” of West Virginia by the 
folk of the Mountain State. He is 
known personally to hundreds of 
them, and known of by every one 
of them. 

In West Virginia they call him 
“Uncle Henry Gassaway,” never 
taking the trouble to add the super- 
fluity of his last name. “There is 
only one ‘Uncle Henry Gassaway,'”’ 
wo there is no use of going to the 
trouble of adding on the Davis, West 
Virginians are always interested in 
what thelr Uncle Henry Gassaway"” 
is saying and doing. 

Senator Davis is 85 years of age, 
and has had more to do with knock- 
ing Dr. Osler's chloroform theory 
galley-west than any other specimen 
of robustuous age extent. He was

born in Maryland, November 16, 
1823, and the traditions of that 
good old State are still near and dear 
to him. He likes his chicken a ‘a 
Maryland, and terrapin tickles his 
palate more pleasingly, | than 
any other article of Kas- 
tronomic indulgence. Dätfia was 
born of poor parents, and school ad- 
vantages were denied him, so he had 
to go to work very early in life. He 
worked in a store ag a boy, then be- 
came an employe of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad as a brakeman. He 
worked at this for several years, and 
then was promoted to a conductor. 
He later on quit the railroad and 
embarked in the mercantile busi- 
neas with his brother, Thomas B., 
at Piedmont, W. Va. It was there 
that he lafd the foundation of his 
great fortune, which is believed to 
amount to $30,000,000. 

Senator Davis had early taken an 
interest in politics, and was elected 
a member of the House of Delegates 
in 1865. In 1867 he became a State 
Benator, and in 1871, he was elected 
a United States Senator. He was 
re-elected in 1877, which term he 
served out, but declined to stand as 
a candidate for a third term. His 
last official connection was a dele- 
gate to the Panama Congress. In 
4904 he was nominated ‘for Vice 
President on the ticket with Par- 
ker. He was very desirous of get- 
tirg a good big vote in his State, and 
really hoped to carry it. But West 
Virginia gave the biggest Republican 
maority that year in its history, 
Roosevelt carrying the State by over 
thirty-one thousand.

Long Distance Balloon Record. 

Many notable trips have been 
made in balloons. In 1849 Mr. 
Wise started from St. Louls and 
came down in Henderson county, 
New York, having made about eight 
hundred miles. 

This stood as the v-orld's long dis- 
tance record until the Paris Exposl- 
tion of 1900, when the Count de la 
Vaulx sailed over into Rusala. His 
istance was about twelve hundred 
miles and he was in the air over 
thirty-six hours. 

The present record for time was 
established by two German zero- 
nauts. They succedded in remaining 
in the air over fifty-one hours. 


When the German Emperor al- 
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In the early part of the last oen- 
tury, the ‘problems of transportation 
constitufed a powerful incentive to 
the production of spirits in Sweden. 
A principal article of ‘production in 
the rural districts was potatoes. To 
ship the surplus crop of tubers two 
or three hunderd miles overland by 
teams was manifestly impracticable. 
So the farmers adopted the general 
policy of distilling their suplus pota- 
toes and shipping the branvin“ to 
the centers of population for sale. 
This policy grew until in 1831, there 
were more than 170,000 stills in ru- 
ral Sweden. The introduction of 
railways throughout rural Sweden 
had much to do with pettiithg this 
economic problem, though by no 
means were they the sole influence 
In the reform. 

In the moutainous regions of the 
South, there exists a breed of men 
called moonshiners.“ They are not 
inherently dad men.” Many of 
them are men of standing in their 
communities, workers in the moun- 
tain churches and who have the con- 
fidence of the communities in which 
they live. 

The fact that they live far removed 
from railways or other means of 
transportation has much to do with 
their being ‘‘moonshiners."” They 
cannot find a market for their sur- 
plus corn, owing to the natural dif- 
culties of getting it to the market. 
So they have fallen into the practice 
of distilling their little surplus and 
sending, whisky to the market. 

In thé, B6uthern States, the ref,so 
of the sugar factories is now pure 
waste. 

In seasons of unusual crops in po- 
tatoes, the price often drops far be- 
low the cost of production and often 
they are not dug at all. There lu 
partial or total loss of the crop. 

In ‘the far West, the inferior 
grades of corn find no market and to- 
tal loss is only averted by using It to 
feed stock. In the fruit belt, the 
“culls” and “drops” and “seconds” 
are marketed at a loss because there 
is no avenue open to consume such 
products on a remunerative basis. 
This portion of the fruit crop is more 
or less an economic loss. 

The removal of the tax from alco- 
hol, after it has been chemically 
treated under Government supervis- 
fon so as to make it undrinkable, will 
solve this problem of waste of these 
products of the farm by providing an 
outlet for them for a useful purpose 
and at a reasonable price. The ref- 
use of the farm at once becomes a 
valuable asset instead of a trouble- 
some waste. Instead of shipping his 
surplus corn to the far markets and 
sending afar for his light and fuel, 
the farmer can market a considerable 
proportion of his surplus near to 
home, where it will be made up into 
alcohol for light and fuel for his 
own use. 

It will result in a heavy Increase In 
the production of alcohol, of course. 
This, under the old conditions, 
would be a cause for alarm. But 
science has provided methods for the 
treating of alcohol in such a manner 
that none but the most confirmed 
dipsomaniac can drink it or does 
drink it. This fact is not a theory, 
because, after sixty years trial with 
tax free alcoho! treated in this way 
for industrial purposes, the temper- 
ance leaders of England unanimously 
declare that the policy has not been 
prejudicial to temperance Interests in 
any way whatever, Such distin- 
guished authorities as Lady Henry 
Somerset, Dr. Dawson Burns, Joseph 
Malins, after a lifetime of actual ob- 
servation, scout at the idea of this 
offensive tax free denatured alcohol 
being prejudicial to the temperance 
cause, 

In France, Germany and Switzer- 
land, where the largest use has been 
mado of the tax free denatured alco- 
hol legislation, the temperance lead- 
ers are even more enthusiastic over 
the results than in Britain. The con- 
tinental temperance men are not only 
friendly, but to a man are earnest 
advocates of this legislation on ac- 
count of the good results for tem- 
perance. It was this very law passed 
in Germany in 1888, that opened the 
door to advanced temperance legisla- 
tion in the Fatherland. It did this 
by stripping the drink traffic of the 
industrial support and compelling it 
to stand alone, on its merits, and it 
had no merits. It removed the oppo- 
sition of the r- verful Agrarians, who 
were afraid tuat restriction on the 
Mquor traffic would Interfere with 
potato market, the source of much of 
the distilled spirits of that country. 

In England, where there has been a 
boom in the use of industrial alcohol, 
there has been an accompanying rad- 
ical decrease in the consumption of 
beverage spirits. This tendency has 
been continuous for half a dozen 
years. In Norway, where the statis- 
tica are closely and critically kept, 
the same tendency appears.

BEWILDERING SPEED 


Torpedoes of Such Explogive Power 
as to insure Instant Destruction 
of Any War Vessel Struck—Boat 
Can Make Sixty Miles an Hour 
Submerged. a 


An efficient navy is to-day a wall 
of national security, just as in old 
times was the great city wall. It 
Our naval wall were to be breached 
by an enemy then our coast cities 
would be at its mercy, and could be 
pillaged under cover of the guns of 
its fleet and in spite of our insuffic- 
ient coast defenses, says Hudson 
Maxim in the New York World. 
While we might doubtless be able to 
repel an invasion of the interior, still 
we cannot afford to take any chances 
of suc’) a national disaster. even as 
a remote possibility, the cost of 
which would be more than the build- 
ing of a dozen fleets as large as that 
now in Pacific waters. 

I have invented a torpedo which 
will bave double the range and 
speed of any torpedo now in use, 
and have invented a torpedo boat 


HUDSON MAXIM. 


which will have a speed greater than 
that of any battleship or cruiser, 
and which will be able to defy the 
shot and shell of quick-firing guns 
in making a run of attack. 

Torpedoes will be carried In the 
torpedo boat with half a ton of high 
explosive in the warhead, go that to 
be struck by one of them, will in- 
sure the instant destruction of any 
war vessel—and there is no war ves- 
sel in existence that could avoid bə- 
ing struck by one of these torpe- 
does. 

A torpedo boat bullt according to 
my inventton will oe about sixty-four 
feet long, and \ 11) be driven dy gas- 
oline engines upon the surface of the 
water, under norma! conditions; but 
when gojng into action the boat will 
be submerged until only the top of 
the conning tower and the top of the 
dorsal fin will be teen above the sur- 
face of the water. 

In the prow of the boat will be 
carried two large tor, vdoes, each 
containing half a ton of high explo- 
sive. 

Motorite is the fuel, consisting of 
70 per cent. nitroglycerine and 30 
per cent. guncotton. For use it 18 
made in long solid bars, forced and 
sealed into long steel tubes. This 
fuel is self-combustive, and does 
not require atmospheric air to burn 
it; consequently, {t may be burned 
in a confined space. Thc heat of 
the burning motorite la used to evap- 
orate water, and the steam and prod- 
ucts of combustion are mingled to 
drive turbines for the boat's propul- 
sion. 

It will, of course, require an enor- 
mous amount of power to z ropel this 
torpedo-boat at an express train 
speed when subinerged, but with mo- 
torite we have all the power that 
may be needed even to attain a speed 
as great as sixty miles an hour. 

As only the top of the conning 
tower will appear above the surface 
of the water, this will Fe u very dif- 
cult object to hit, even with the 
quick-firing guns of the battleship, 
and the exposed part of the conning 
tower will be protected by armor 
plate of a thickness great enough to 
resict the projectiles of quick-fring 
guns, and any projectile striking the 
superstructure can do no real dam- 
age to the boat itself. 

When the torpedo boat is launch- 
ed, the reacclon or recoll will serve 
to retard the torpedo-boat und to ald 
in stopping it. After launching the 
torpedo the engines will reverse and 
tLe boat will withdraw stern-fore 
most. At this juncture there will 
be no fear of the enemye guns, for 
the survivors will be busy with thelr 
prayers. ; 

Let me repeat, it will be absolutely 
impossible to prevent this torpedo- 
boat from reaching and tornevoing 
any battleship in the world, and with 
but small daager on its part of be- 
ing destroyed  ® 

At least a hundred of these torpe- 
do boats could ve built at the cost 
of a single battle ship, and a hun- 
dred of them would be more than a 
match for an equal number of battle- 
ships,
